dicate, Says Critic 
Of Royalty 


NEW YORK—lIf King Carol does 
not get off the throne of Rou- 
mania very soon—look out for an- 
other. great European war. 

In picturing Roumania as_ the 
touch-stone of a huge international 
conflagration, Konrad Bercovici, 
arch-critic of Queen Marit, and her 


son Carol, predicted a revolution in 
his native land before the end of 


“If Carol has enough sense—and 
I doubt it—he will proclaim a re- 
public immediately and make him- 
self president,” said the noted Rou- 
manian author in an interview to- 
day. 

“If he does not—then will come 
the revolution. The establishment 
of a Spanish republic is having a 
strong effect on the masses of the 
Roumanian people who hate Carol. 

“And when the revolution occurs 
in Roumania—anything may hap- 
pen. Russia is hungry to get back 
Bessarabia which was awarded to 
Roumania for her part in the world 
war. Roumania also got one-third 
of Hungary and the Hungarians 
are watching their chance. 


“In fact, King Carol, may throw 
his country into a war just to save 
his throne. He isn’t concerned 
about anything other than that.”

AS CHAIRMAN 


Well Fitted to Obtain 
Funds for G. O. P. 
Campaign

WASHINGTON—(INS)—The lat- 
est political rumor in Washington is 
that Maj. Gen, James G. Harbord, 
who retired ffom the army to direct 
the Radio Corporation of America, 
is being considered for the chair- 
manship of the Republican Na- 
tional committee. 

The chairmanship is now held by 
Sen, Simeon D. Fess of Ohio, who is 
willing, even eager, to relinquish the 
job. Fess left the capital some days 
ago for Ohio. He said then that 
he didn’t know how much longer 
he would be chairman, but that 
the period couldn’t. be too short to 
suit him. He indicated that it was 
all up to President Hoover. 

Several Mentioned 

Gen. Harbord’s name is only one 
of a dozen that have cropped up in 
discussion of the chairmanship in 
recent weeks. There has been talk 
of “Dave” Mulvane, national com- 
mitteeman from Kansas; ex-Sena- 
tor Henry J. Allen of Kansas; Ray 
Benjamin of California, who now 
has a desk in the committee head- 
quarters, and is supposed to be 
Mr. Hoover’s personal representa- 
tive, and others. 

. Hoover is reported to have 
urged Benjamin to accept the job. 
but the Californian is said to be re- 
luctant to take it for business rea- 
sons. He is an attorney who is 
building up a governmental prac- 
tice in Washington, and his work 
on the committee is a sideline. 

Whether Gen. Harbord has been 
actually offered the chairmanship 
has not been ascertained. His 
friends here, howeyer, expect him 
to retire from the Radio Corpora- 


tion before long.

These are major questions of or- 
ganization and finance to be decid- 
ed. Presidential campaigns cannot 
be organized nor financed in a few 
weeks, it takes months of laborious 
work and planning. Mr. Hoover 
himself is a great believer in care- 
ful planning and organization. His 
own easy nomination in 1928 over 
a hostile field was the result of just 
such work. 

Need Money 

‘One of the prime requisites sought 
in a new chairman is his ability to 
raise campaign funds. It was a 
comparatively easy task three years 
ago, with business riding the high 
tide of prosperity, but it will be 
a considerable undertaking this 
year with business in a slump and 
“dissatisfaction” so widely preval- 
ent. Both major parties have al- 
ready begun to experience em- 


funds. 

Gen. Harbord has been active in 
the republican affairs of New York 
City since his retirement from the 
army. He has, too, many contracts 
in banking and business circles 
which might prove of value when 
it came to financing a campaign. His 
ability as an organizer is too well 
known for comment. He was Gen. 
Pershing’s right hand man in or- 
ganizing the gigantic service of sup- 
ply in support of the A. E. F. His 
work for the Radio Corporation 
has been similarly marked with 
success.

GOLD SUPPLY 


Has Largest Stock of 
Any Country in 
History 


WASHINGTON— (INS) —Ameri- 
can monetary gold increased $234,- 
000,000 during the year ending April 
30 to a total of $4,725,583,000, the 
largest stocks held by any country 
for all time, treasury figures disclos- 

y. 


There was a gain of $29,000,000 
@uring April as the inward move- 
ment still continued. 

Much international discussion has 
developed as a result. of the large 
increase in American gold, with re- 
distribution suggested in. many 
quarters. While an artifiicial redis- 
tribution is not regarded as possible, 
an effffort to check: the inward flow 
has been 'made through the reduc- 
tion of the New York federal reserve 
bank t and bill rates to 


ndon or other centers abroad. 
Out of total gold‘stocks the treas- 
ury held $3,639,175,000 April 30, an 
increase of $184,000,000 during the 
year and $72,000,000 in April. 

Some indications of improved 
conditions in business was seen from 
the Treasury’s- April circulation 
statement which showed that money 
in circulation increased by $46,000,- 
000 during the month and $177,000,- 
000 since April 30, 1930. Money in 
circulation April 30 amounted to 
$4,653,394,000 or $37.32 per capita, 
compared with $37 March 31 and 
$37 for April 30,1930. Per capita 
figures for April 30 were based on an 
estimated population of 124,699,000.

Car Overturns Near

3 Into Road 


Elwyn Lentz, 25, of Richland, is 
dead and two companions are in @ 
serious condition at a local hospital, 
the result of an automobile accident 
just before noon on Route 61 about 
two miles north of Grandview. The 
other two men, Adrian Welte oi 
Richland, and Merrit Reiner oi 
Kalona, were picked up near the 
scene of the accident and rushed 
to Muscatine in the Fairbanks am- 
bulance. Lentz, who was not dead 
when the ambulance arrived, was 
also loaded into the machine, but 
died before the other two men could 
be loaded in. 

Details of how the accident oc- 
curred were lacking as there were 
no witnesses and the two men in 
the hospital here are in an un- 
conscious condition. It is believed 
however, that the car overturned 
while attempting to round a curve 
in the road near what is known as 
the “George Lange corner.”

COMMUNISTS 
CHARGED WITH 
SPANISH RIOTS 


F allowers of Former 
King Also Held 
To Blame 


By THOMAS A. LOAYZA 

MADRID— (INS) —The anti- 
clerical riots that have swept Spain 
were caused by monarchistic and 
communistic agitation aiméd to de- 
stroy the peace and credit of the 
new republic, provisional President 
_ Alcala Zamora declared to- 

a 

President Zamora granted an in- 
terview to the foreign correspond- 
ents, the first since the riots, and 
explained his version of the origin 
of the disorders that resulted in 
more than $30,000,000 worth of 
church property being destroyed. 

“It was likely that Alphonso was 
connected with the monarchist agi- 
tation,” President Zamora said. 
The actual riots, the president stat- 
ed, were due to the “coincidence” 
that both monarchists and com- 
munists wete agitating against the 
newly established republic striving 
to destroy its peace and credit. 

The president assured the cor- 
respondents that the whole of 
Spain is now quiet. 

He explained that the republic 
was unable to protect the convents 
during the riots because of the 
great number of them. He pointed 
out that the entire army would be 
needed to protect Pst convent in 
the country. He admitted also that 
some officials were remiss in halt- 
ing incipient riots. 

On the heels of new anti-clerical 
rioting which necessitated the im- 
position of martial laws at Bada- 
jos, the government ordered confis- 
cation of all properties of the exiled 
king and launched an investigation 
of his acts since his institution of 
a dictatorship under General Primo 
de Rivera in September, 1923. 

Holding Alfonso personally re- 
sponsible for the anti-religious riots 
which have resulted in damages to 
church property estimated at more 
than $30,000,000, the government 
also charged that during the last 
eight years the ex-monarch had 
used his “tryannical rule” for per- 
sonal gain instead of for the good 
of the people. 

No decision as to the disposal of 
the property will be made until the 
constitutional cortes, which willl be 
elected in June, convenes. Until 
that time all cash or securities on 
deposit in the bank of Spain must 
remain intact, the decree ordered. 
Meanwhile, bankers and other in- 
dividuals holding property for the 
former king must surrender it to 
the ministry of France.

Rose From Railroad

WACO, Texas. — (INS) — The 
career of a man who rose from sec- 
tion hand to the presidency of one 
of the largest educational institu- 
tions in the southwest was closed 
today when death claimed Dr. S. P. 
Brooks, head of Baylor university. 
He died at 1:15 a. m. from cancer. 
He was 67 years old. 

His death was not unexpected 
and only his unusual vitality had 
kept him alive the past four days. 
Doctors despaired of his life two 
weeks ago and told him he had 
only a few days to live. 

Dr. Brooks became ill while 
abroad last fall. When he returned 
to Waco he asked for and was 
granted a leave of absence to enter 
a hospital in the north. 

He failed to regain his health, 
however, and his doctors told him 
to return south, where the climate 
was less severe. He had only been 
back in Texas for one day when 
doctors decided to make an ex- 
ploratory incision and it was found 
that he was suffering from an in- 
ternal cancer. His physicians told 
him then that he would live less 
than two weeks. 

With death facing him, Dr. 
Brooks decided that as a last act 
he wanted to sign the diplomas for 
the next graduating class at Bay- 
lor. His physicians advised against 
it, but he insisted and affixed his 
signature on more than 300 of them 
before he became too weak to com- 
plete the task.

With the above hand at Auction 
Bridge East would obtain a Heart 
contract without much opposition. 
When the hand was played at 
Contract, South passed. A four- 
card suit headed by the Ace-King 


‘should not be bid originally with 


less than a King on the side. West 
and North passed, and East, with 
eight sure tricks, called three 
Hearts. South again passed, West 
ended the contracting with a bid 
of four Hearts. West’s raise was 
sound. A bid of three does not re- 
quire partner to hold normal trump 
support in order to raise—one prob- 
able trick is enough—and West 
thinks he can furnish a trick in 
either Spades or Clubs. 

South’s opening lead was the 
King of Diamonds. When North 
dropped the Ten, South continued 
with the Ace but did not go on in 
response to the signal when East 
had played the Queen and Jack. 
To the third trick South led a small 
Spade through dummy’s King. De- 
clarer feared that South was under- 
leading with the Ace and _ that 
North had the Queen, so he played 
dummy’s King. North’s Ace won 
and his return of a Spade set the 
contract one trick. Did the De- 
clarer misplay or merely make an 
unlucky guess? 

The Correct Play 

South’s Spade lead, ordinarily, 
would have forced Declarer to guess 
whether North held the Ace or the 
Queen. (If either adversary held 
both Ace and Queen, West’s play 
would make no difference). In this 
case, however, North’s Diamond 
signal marked South with an ori- 
ginal Diamond holding of Ace- 
King-Nine- Three. If South had 
held the Ace of Spades in addition, 
he would have bid one Diamond in- 
stead of passing on the first round. 
North, therefore, must hold the Ace 
ef Spades, and Declarer’s only 
chance for game is to find the 
Queen with South. The play of 
dummy’s small Spade would permit 
Declarer to win one Spade trick, 
regardless of whether North plays 
the Ace or the Nine, and no matter 
what happens (with the Queen of 
Spades in the South hand and the 
Ace in North) will ensure game for 


Declarer. ,

ditions so far as he is concerned could not be much worse. 

All signs indicate that party lines will mean less in the next 
campaign than at any election since the bolt of 1912. With the 
depression torced upon them Mr. Voter is beginning to do a 
little thinking, thoughts which are closely identified with the 
expressions . of the progressives of both parties. 
With Hoover’s nomination almost a certainty, the democrats 
are fully alive to the opportunity of nominating a prégressive 
from among their own ranks and thereby not only obtain prac- 
tically solid democratic support but that of the progressive 
republicans as well. 


Blaming The Bankers 

Correctly, or not, the business life of the country and labor 
are gradually centering their’attacks upon the banking inter- 
ests of the nation as being mainly responsible for the results 
of the business depression. This attitude has been enlarged 
recently by the statements of several leaders in banking cir- 
cls that prosperity cannot return until wages are lowered. As 
* has been pointed out in this column such a solution is not the 
belief of many industrial heads who contend that lowering 
wages would extend the depression. The situation has been 
summarized in an article.in ““Business Week” which declares 
that in looking backward to the biggest bull market of all 
time, the small investor asks who it was that encouraged him 
in the belief that he was buying an equity in the prospective 
profits of unlimited industrial advancement and permanent 
business progress; who invited him to buy without limit to 
realize these opportunities of the new era; and he remembers 
with rankling resentment the security affiliates of the banks 
and the towering pyramids of investment trusts fostered by 
them. 

“The reminiscent worker,” continues the article, “asks him- 


self who finally financed the instalment.purchases which he 
cannot pay for now, and who accustomed him to enjoy on 
credit the high standard of living which he now hears con- 
demned. And the business man, too,. wonders whence came 
the credit that encouraged him confidently to expand capaci- 
ty and output and why the spring so suddenly. dried up. 

“None of these can believe that it is exclusively the conse- 
quences of their own sins, follies or inefficiencies that they 
are suffering now; nor when they see how many of even the 
biggest institutions have been conducted and some of them 
wrecked are they profoundly impressed with the superior 
ability of banking management or ready to grant its right 
to dictate the direction of industrial development. 

“Never before have the banks had so serious a problem of 
public relations on their hands. They cannot meet it by con- 
demnation or preachments. Business is beginning to balk 
at bearing alone the burden of blame for depression or of 
responsibility for recovery. It asks constructive coopera- 
tion of our credit institutions and cannot hold itself account- 
able for the consequences upon public opinion if such cooper- 
ation is not forthcoming soon.” 


Losing Russian Trade 

Needing all the foreign business we can obtain to help off- 
set the domestic slump, we fail to see why this nation should 
not be more aggressive in going after Russian trade. The sov- 
iet is meeting all its foreign obligations when due, of which 
the Kuropean nations are taking advantage to the detriment 
of the United States. 

The United States did a 31-million dollar business with Rus- 
sia during the first quarter of 1930 as compared with only 19 
million for the first quarter this year, a drop of nearly one- 
half. Much of this decrease went to Germany which gained 
ten million dollars of Russian business in the past year.

“NATURAL METHODS VERSUS

Were you to ask your physician 
as to how local applications cure, 
he would in all probability inform 
you that the ointment or lotion is 
astringent, stimulant, and. antisep- 
tic, or sedative, etc. He will en- 
deavor to convince you as to its 
real value by citing many cases he 
hag treated by ‘the use of some 
particular preparation he has used. 

On the other hand, however, he 
fails to inform you about the de- 
velopment of other diseased states, 
or to the suppressive effect of such 
method of medication. I cannot do 
better than quote the words of Dr. 
Compton Burnett:— 

(1) “The skin stands in ultimate 
though ill-understood relation, to all 
the internal organs and parts (2) 
That its healthiness is conditioned 
by the general healthiness of the 
organs—i. e. a healthy skin on an 


, unhealthy body is inconceivable. (3) 


“That speaking generally 


| tact with a preponderance 


its un- 
healthiness—its diseases, come from 
within, sometimes even when they 
initially impinge upon it from with- 
out. (4) That being biologically 
within the organism, being fed from 
within, having its. life from within, 
having its health from within, and 
having its dseases from within. (5) 
That skin diseases are most com- 
monly not merely organic, but at the 
same time organicmic or constitu- 
tional. (6) That the skin being an ex- 
cretory organ, and being spread out 
all over the organism, is often made 
use of by Nature to keep the in- 
ternal organs free from disease. (7) 
That as each portion of the skin 
corresponds vitally with some in- 
ternal organ or part, so the skin is 
often merely and outward expres- 
sion of an internal disease.” Can a 
skin specialist successfully refute 
these statements? Verily he cannot. 

There yet remains another sub- 
ject which the writer wishes to say 
a few words about, and that is vac- 
cines, serums, etc. Much has been 
said about bacteria as a causative 
factor in producing disease. In fact 
some physicians will relegate you to 
the dark age unless you voice these 
sentiments in reference to bacteria 
as the SinQuoNon. 

There can be no question but 
that if an individual comes in con- 
of 
pathogenic bacteria it will have the 
effect of over coming and immuniz- 


| ing forces of the body, and produce 


' their destructive effect in propor- 


tion to the volume and the extent 
of their violence. Under normal 
conditions the phogocytes of the 
blood stream have the power of de- 
stroying invading bacteria by pro- 
cess of digestion, afd thus favor 
the development of lencoaytes. The 
defensive forces of the blood are 
further increased by the combina- 
tion of anti-bodies, agglutius and 
spronisus. The action of these can 
only be maintained when the blood 
retains its normal alkalmity, in 
other words, the cell salt equili- 
brium. 
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Let us go back still further and 
ask the question—What is the rea- 
son for the disturbance in cell salts 
which favored the formation of 
bacteria? We must come to the 
conclusion that there was a vibra- 
tory disturbance of the sympathetic 
autonemic system complex. This in 
turn may be caused by fear, worry, 
fretting, lowered vitality, shock, 
etc. 

To sum up, then, we have. (1) a 
vibratory disturbance of the sym- 
pathetic complex.

GETS STRONGER

Revolutionized

NEW YORK—You’ve read and 
heard a lot about the new raised- 
Stitch baseball that is being used in 
the national league this spring, 
haven’t you? Well you cre likely to 
hear a great deal more before the 
season has run its course. 


the new ball will completely revolu- 
tionize the style and theory of play 
in Mr. Heydler’s league, and to a 
great extent in the American league. 
Reluctantly, but none the less forci- 
bly, those managers who staked 
their pennant chances on batting 
power, are being brought to a reali- 
zation that it no longer is the dom- 
inating influence upon national 
league play. 
Few Sluggers Hitting 

Few, if any, of the .400 sluggers, 
the long range free swinging wal- 
lopers who have set the batting pace 
in recent seasons, have been able to 
make an impression upon the quali- 
ty of pitching that is: being tossed 
up this spring. Instead of crowding 
the .400 mark, they are finding it a 
gman task to achieve a .300 rat- 


g. 

Take a look at this list: Herman 
315; Bissonette .247; O’Doul .205; 
Wright .203; Ott .272; Terry .262; 
Gehrig .264; Lazzeri .233; Wilson 
-261; Hartnett .253; Berger .275; 
Klein .282. 

.That all of these top liners are 
free swingers, sluggers who “cut” 
from their heels, is most significant. 
The failure of one or two could be 
charged to a temporary slump, but 
that explanation does not cover the 
existing situation. 

Must Change Styles 

Perhaps it is too early to accept 
these averages at their face value, 
but unless some satisfactory results 
are obtained in the very near future 
the sluggers will have to admit that 
their doom has been written. The 
free swinger will have to change his 
style, or give way to the more scien- 
tific “punch” and tap hitters who 
were the style before the Babe Ruth 
era. 

Speaking of the Babe, he alone of 
the Sluggers has been able to defy 
the pitchers to do their worst. La- 
test averages credit him with the 
leadership of the American league— 
topping the list at .426. But what is 
there to say about that guy? It has 
never been possible to judge him by 
- standards set up for other hit- 

ers. 

That the national league fathers 
have been devo! though 
to the situation ‘ ted by pres- 
ident Heydler’s: insistence upon 
prompt and e reports from 
his umpires. Several of the club- 
owners have also lodged sharp pro- 
tests with the league head. 

Professor Robinson whose Robins 
have suffered most from the base 
hit draught, blames all his troubles 
upon the ball. 

Ball Gets Lopsided 

“Not only has it less life than the 
old ball,” he asserted today, “but 
it is kept in action longer. Several 
cf the balls that have been brought 
to my attention by the players were 
actually lopsided. The cover on the 
new ball is more loosely stitched, 
and after the ball is hit a few times 
it gets out of shape. 

“In the ‘hands of experienced 
pitchers a ball like that can be made 
to do tricks. The ‘“treak” pitchers, 
the knuckle-ball, screw ball, and 
spitball throwers, benefit most. 
Fitzsimmons on the Giants hasn’t 
been beaten so far, and neither have 
Clarence Mitchell and Burleigh 
Grimes.” 

Other first-hand impressions 
gleaned in conversation with various 
players during the past couple of 
weeks are as follows: 

What Stars Think 

Mel Ott—Balls coming to the out- 
field don’t seem to travel so fast. 
Line drives, particularly, seem to 
“die” more quickly. I’ve made four 
shoestring catches this year, and 
under last year’s condition I’m cer- 
tain every one would have been an 
easy catch. 

Lloyd Waner, of the Pirates — 
I’ve found it necessary to play a 
shorter field this spring. Most of 
the fly balls seem to fall between 
where I play and second base. 

Lefty O’Doul—the balls are per- 
mitted to remain in play too long. 
They become discolored and often 
are batted out of shape. The pitch- 
ers can do tricks with that kind of 
a ball. 

Bill Terry—Either the outfield- 
ers are playing me just right, or else 
the ball isn’t traveling as fast. I’ve 
had a dozen well hit line drives 
caught on me this spring. 

Babe Herman—Batted balls don’t 
go through the infield nearly so fast. 
By actual count I’ve lost six this 
year on hard driven balls through 
the box that were fielded by second

On June 17th, at the rededica- 
tion, Gov. Louis L. Emmerson, who 
sponsored this project will be host 
to President Hoover, governors of 
states linked with the history of 
Lincoln and his family, and other 
admirers of Lincoln. 

Outwardly, the monument will 
appear the same, except for an air 
of newsness and freshness. It is 
true, though, that on a_ terrace 
created at the south or entrance 
side of the monument, there will 
be a bronze head of Lincoln by 
Gutzon Borglum, on a pedestal of 
granite. But the great transforma- 
tion will be in the interior of the 
monument. 

Under the supervision of C. 
Herrick Hammond, state architect, 
and former president of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects, the 
previously unused and unfinished 
area at the base of the monument 
has been opened, and a rotunda 
made of it, connecting galleries and 
sarcophagus chamber. 

Nine Bronze Statues 

‘One of the main features of the 
galleries will be nine Lincoln stat- 
uettes of bronze, the handiwork of 
internationally famous sculptors, 
depicting Lincoln at various stages 
of his career. 

At each of the four corners of 

| the central unit of the monument, 
will be one of these statues, about 
three feet in height, resting on a 
“pedestal in a niche. Diagonally 
across from each of these will be. 
another statuette in a similar niche. 

The sculptors, Daniel C. French, 
Fred Torrey and Leonard Crunelle 

' gre each represented by two mod- 

; els, while Lorado Taft, Adolph 
Weinman and the late Augustus 
St. Gaudens, one each. 

St. Gaudens’ bronze is of his fa- 
mous standing Lincoln at the en- 
trance of Lincoln Park, Chicago. 
One of French’s is a bronze cast- 
ing or the original model for his 
statue in the national Lincoln Me- 
morial at Washington ,D. C.; the 
other is a copy of his Lincoln at 
Lincoln, Nebraska. 

Crunelle’s works show Lincoln, 
the soldier during the Black Hawk 
war, and Lincoln the orator, the 
latter a copy of the model at Free- 
port. Ill., scene of one of the Lin- 
coln-Douglas debates. 

Torrey’s statuettes depict Lin- 
coln, the ranger, and Lincoln the 
circuit rider, the latter created es- 
pecially for the tomb. 

Weinman’s contribution is of his 
seated Lincoln, at Hodgenville, Ky., 
Lincoln’s birthplace, and Taft’s 
statue is from his Lincoln which 
now stands at Urbana, Ill. 

Marble Panels 

As a background for these statu- 
ettes, there will be rich, warm- 
colored panels of marklg. From 
floor to ceiling, the da, gal- 
leries and sarcophagus will be 
marble-lined, and the rotunda will 
be a harmonious combination of 
browns and buffs. 

In the sarcophagus chamber, the 
pilasters and frieze will be of French 
marble, as black as midnight, with 
walls of St. Genevieve Goldef 
being marble. On the upper portion 
of each jet-black pilaster will be a 
bronze wreath. The ceiling will be 
covered with gold leaf. 

Over the spot where Lincoln’s 
' body lies beneath many feet of 
| concrete will be placed a new sar- 
| cophagus, of solid marble of warm 
red hue. On it will be the simple 
| = “Abraham Lincoln 1809 
, 1865.” 

' Directly above what formerly 
was the north door, now trans- 

| formed into a window covered with 

; @ Wrought iron grill will be cut in 

| the marble: “Now he belongs to the 
pages.” 

Across from the sarcophagus in 
® crypt sealed with slabs of marble 
are the bodies of Mrs. Lincoln, and 
three of their sons, Edward Baker, 
William Wallace, and Thomas. 

Arranged along the semi-circu- 
lar wall of the sarcophagus cham~ 
ber, will be nine flags. In the place 
of honor, at the right, will stand 
the stars and stripes. The official 
standard of the seven states in 
which the Lincoln family lived, 
from the time of their arrival in 
America until the end of the Eman- 
cipator’s career — Massachusetts, 
New Jersey, Virginia, Pennsylvania, 
Kentucky, Indiana, Illinois—will 
occupy the next seven positions. 

President Hoover, personally, 
will install the last flag, the flag of 
the president of the United States.

Is this Ignorance, Jealousy

Everywhere we hear and read of 
the jealous and monopolistic ac- 
tivities of organized groups, but no 
better display of these joint efforts 
could be made than the ignorance 
of the governor of Delaware. who 
has much to explain to the intelli- 
gent folks of his state.
